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HABDIE ALBRIGHT 


■ Hardie Albright was 

born in Pittsburgh, 
Panama. He studied art 
in Chicago for one year 
before his brother per- 
suaded him to take up the 
stage instead. 

He made his stage debut 
in repertory at Pittsburgh, 
where, curiously enough, 
another motion picture star 
was gaining her early stage experience at the same time. 
She was Rose Hobart, who is now a shining light at 
Universal City. 

Albright’s next step was to join the Shuberts, for 
whom he created the juvenile lead in “ Young Sinners.” 
Then came r 61 es in “ A Hundred Years Old,” " The 
Cradle Song,” and with George Arliss on Broadway. 
It was his performance in ” The Greeks Had a Word 
for It ” that gained him a screen contract. 

In the first week of February, 1931, Albright reported 
for work at the Fox west-coast studios, and appeared 
in the screen version of ” Young Sinners.” This was 
followed by " Hush Money ” and “ Skyline.” 

Albright is a bachelor. His hobby is the breeding of 
wire-haired terriers. He is an expert swimmer and is 
fond of riding. 

His latest pictures are ” Heartbreak ” for Fox, “ So 
” “ Jewel Robbery ” and “ A Successful Calamity ” 
for Warner Brothers. 
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ELIZABETH ALLAN 

Born at Skegness, Eliza- 
beth Allan was edu- 
cated at Darlington. She 
made her stage debut at 
the age of seventeen at 
the Old Vic, in Shake- 
speare. Subsequently she 
toured with Ben Greet, and 
there is not much in Shake- 
speare’s works that Miss 
Allan is not familiar with. 

Her next stage engagement took place in “ The 
Ringer ” on tour, after which she went on the road as 
juvenile lead in “ 77 Park Lane.” Then followed a 
season in stock at Chesterfield, after which she made her 
first appearance on the West End stage at the St. James’s 
Theatre in " Michael and Mary.” A part in " Oh, 
Daddy ! ” at the Princes led to her securing the r61e of 
Daphne in “ Mr. Faintheart ” at the Shaftesbury 
Theatre. 

Her screen career dates from the production of 
” Alibi ” at the Twickenham Studios. For the same 
studio she has appeared in “ The Rosary,” “ Rodney 
Steps In,” “ Black Coffee,” and ” Many Waters ” for 
Associated Metropolitan Pictures. 

During the past year Miss Allan has been starred in a 
number of British pictures, including “ Service for 
Ladies,” “ The Rosary,” " Michael and Mary,” “ Down 
Our Street,” “ Nine till Six ” (Radio British), “ The 
Chinese Puzzle ” and ‘‘ Insult.” 
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HEATHER ANGEL 

Heather Angel is one of 
the most promising of our 
own British screen stars. 
She was born at Oxford. 
She is 5 feet 3J inches in 
height, and has hazel eyes 
and brown hair. She is the 
daughter of a don at Christ 
Church College, Oxford. 

She commenced her stage 
career at the Old Vic, in 
Shakespeare. Subsequently she toured in The Sign of 
the Cross,'* Leave It to P'Smith " and London Wall." 

Her screen career includes the following pictures : 
" The City of Song " (A.S.F.L), A Night in Mont- 
martre " (Gainsborough), The Hound of the 
Baskervilles " (Gainsborough), Bill the Conqueror " 
(British International), After Office Hours " (British 
International), '' Self-Made Lady " (George King) and 
" Men of Steel " (George King). 

Miss Angel is as charming as her appearance and is 
remarkably devoid of conceit. She lives in London, 
a stone's throw from Kensington Gardens. 



MURIEL ANGELUS 

Muriel Angelus was born 
in London, and made her 
stage debut at the age of 
twelve in Basil Dean's pro- 
duction of '' A Midsummer 
Night's Dream " at Drury 
Lane. She was next seen 
in Sybil Thorndike's pro- 
duction of Henry VIII " 
at the Old Empire. 

In the following autumn, 
whilst still only fourteen, she made her first appearance 
in cabaret in the Midnight Follies. Next she danced 
in The Vagabond King " at the Winter Garden, during 
the run receiving an offer to make her screen debut. The 
management declined to release her, so she ran away 
from the theatre. 

Her first film was Edgar Wallace's The Ringer " for 
British Lion. For New Era she played lead in ** The 
Infamous Lady," subsequently going to Germany to 
appear in " Mascot " for Greenbaum. Returning from 
Berlin, she was cast for the vampire role in " Red 
Aces." She made her talkie debut in " Eve's Fall " for 
P.D.C., and has since appeared in the following British 
International Pictures : " Night Birds," Let's Love 
and Laugh " and " My Wife's Family." For Gaumont 
she will be seen in " Hindle Wakes," and she also 
appears in the serial “ Lloyd of the C.I.D.," a Universal 
British production. 

Her latest picture is " Blind Spot," made by Warner 
Brothers-First National British Productions. 
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RICHARD ARLEN 


Born at Charlottesville, in 
Virginia, Richard Arlen at- 
tended the University of 
Pennsylvania. During the 
war he served in the Royal 
Flying Corps. His first 
job on demobiUzation was 
as instructor at the St. 
Paul Athletic Club. Then 
he went to the oilfields 
of Texas and Oklahoma, 
eventually reaching Los Angeles. Here he decided to 
try the movies, and not long afterwards appeared in 
Paramount’s “ In the Name of Love,” “ Rolled Stock- 
ings,” ‘‘ Wings,” " Under the Tonto Rim,” “ Beggars of 
Life,” “ Manhattan Cocktail,” “ The Four Feathers,” 
“ The Man I Love,” “ Thunderbolt,” “ Light of Western 
Stars,” “ Burning Up,” “ Dangerous Paradise ” and 
“ The Border Legion.” 

Subsequently he appeared in “ The Law Rides West ” 
with Rosita Moreno, ” Only Saps Work ” with Mary 
Brian, “ The Sea God ” with Fay Wray, ” Gun Smoke ” 
with Mary Brian, “ Conquering Horde ” with Fay Wray 
and “ The Secret Call ” opposite Peggy Shannon. 

He is 5 feet lo inches in height and has brown hair and 
blue e3'es. 

His latest pictures include “ Caught,” " Playing the 
Game,” “ Wayward ” and “ Sky Bride,” all Paramount 
productions made in Holl5rwood. 



Born in London and edu- 
cated at Harrow, Arliss 
went on the stage at the 
age of eighteen. In 1901 
he went to America with 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell and 
became celebrated on the 
New York stage. He made 
his screen debut in “ The 
Devil,” which he had 
created on the legitimate 
stage. For Goldwyn he made the silent version of 
“ The Green Goddess,” in which he afterwards appeared 
at the St. James’s Theatre in London. With the advent 
of talkies he re-made “ The Green Goddess ” through 
the new medium. He recently achieved his greatest 
success in the talking picture “ Disraeli ” (Warner 
Brothers). He was married in 1899 to Florence Mont- 
gomery. 

Subsequently appeared in “ Old English,” " The 
Millionaire,” “ Alexander Hamilton ” and “ The Silent 
Voice,” all four produced by Warner Brothers in 
America. 

His next picture will be ” A Successful Calamity,” 
a Warner Brothers production, in which he will be 
supported bj' Mary Astor and Evalyn Knapp. 
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MARY ASTOR 

It was only natural that 
Mary Astor should inherit 
dramatic talent, for her 
mother was a teacher of 
dramatic art. At the age 
of fourteen she made her 
screen debut. Two years 
later she adopted her 
present name. 

She first came into 
prominence when she ap- 
peared with John Barrymore in Don Juan.’' Subse- 
quently she made numerous pictures for First National 
and Fox, including The Sea Tiger,” ” Two Arabian 
Nights,” ” Her Primitive Mate,” Dry Martini,” ” Heart 
to Heart,” '' Romance of the Underworld ” and ” The 
Three Ring Marriage.” She also appeared in ” The 
Runaway Bride ” (Radio), ” Ladies Love Brutes ” 
(Paramount), ” Holiday ” (P.D.C.), ” Other Men’s 

Women ” (Warners’) and “ Adios ” (First National). 

She married Kenneth Hawks, film director, who was 
afterwards killed whilst making a picture in the air over 
the Pacific Ocean. She has since married again. 

Subsequently she was signed up by Radio Pictures, 
and appeared for them in ” The Queen’s Husband,” 

” Behind Office Doors,” ” The Sin Ship,” ” White 
Shoulders ” and ” Smart Woman.” 

Born in Quincy, Illinois, Miss Astor is 5 feet 5 inches 
high and has auburn hair and dark brown eyes. 

Her latest picture is ” File 113 ” with Lew Cody, and 
she will be seen with George Arliss in ” A Successful 
Calamity ” for Warner Brothers. 
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LEW AYRES 

Born in Minneapolis, Lewis 
Ayres studied medicine at 
the University of Arizona. 
His first job was as a 
musician in Henry Hal- 
stead’s orchestra. After 
this he secured an engage- 
ment with Ray West at 
the Cocoanut Grove, Am- 
bassador Hotel, Los 
Angeles. 

He had played the banjo, piano and guitar since he 
was sixteen, and it was probably his experience in the 
jazz band at the University that prompted him to take 
up this career. 

It was at a tea-dance at the Roosevelt Hotel, Los 
Angeles, that he met an agent who suggested that he 
should give up playing and act for the screen. Ayres 
thought it over and agreed — if there was an opportunity. 
The agent got to work and Ayres was soon under a six 
months’ contract to Pathe. When this contract expired 
he appeared for Metro-Goldwyn opposite Greta Garbo 
in " The Kiss.” 

Subsequently he made “ All Quiet on the Western 
Front,” “ East is West,” “ Many a Slip ” and “ The 
Iron Man.” 

His latest films for Universal are ” Vigour of Youth,” 

“ Heaven on Earth,” “ The Impatient Maiden,” “ Night 
World,” “ O.Kay-U.S.A.,” ” The Flight Commander ” 
and “ Men without Fear.” 
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GEORGE BANCROFT 

Originally a sailor, 
George Bancroft decided 
to forsake the sea for the 
stage. For some years he 
appeared on Broadway, the 
screen eventually claiming 
him for a photoplay en- 
titled “ Driven.” He made 
an instantaneous success in 
the screen version of Mark 
Twain’s “ Roughing It.” 
Eventually joining Paramount, he appeared for them 
in ” The Showdown,” “ The Drag Net,” “ The Docks 
of New York,” “The Might)^,” "A Wolf on Wall 
Street,” “ Thunderbolt ” and “ Ladies Love Brutes,” 
among other films. He was married in 1923 to Octavia 
Brooke, a pritna donna, and has a daughter named 
Georgette. 

His next pictures included “ Derelict ” with Jesse 
Royce Landis, and “ Scandal Sheet ” with Kay Francis. 

Still with the Paramount organization, he has since 
appeared for them in “ Rich Man’s Folly ” with Frances 
Dee, and “ The World and the Flesh ” with Miriam 
Hopkins. 

His latest picture is “ Lady and Gent ” with Wynne 
Gibson. 
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TALLULAH 

BANKHEAD 

Miss Bankhead was born 
at Duntsville, Alabama, 
U.S.A. She was educated 
at Virginia, Washington, 
D.C., eventually making 
her stage debut at the 
Bijou Theatre, New York 
City, in “ Squab Farm.” 

She came to England in 
1923 and appeared at 
Wyndham’s Theatre, in February, as Maxine in “ The 
Dancers.” Subsequently played in ‘‘ Conchita ” at the 
Queen’s Theatre, “ Fallen Angels ” at the Globe Theatre, 

” The Green Hat ” at the Adelphi Theatre, " Scotch 
Mist ” at the St. Martin’s Theatre, “ The Gold Diggers ” 
and “ The Garden of Eden ” at the L}7ric, “ Blackmail ” 
at the Globe, and “ Her Cardboard Lover ” at the 
Lwic. 

Returning to America, Miss Bankhead was placed 
under contract to Paramount Pictures, and has appeared 
in “ Tarnished Lady ” with Clive Brook, " My Sin ” 
with Fredric March, “ The Cheat ” with Irving Pichel, 
in " Thunder Below ” with Charles Bickford, and 
“ Devil and the Deep ” with Gary Cooper. 
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JOHN BARRYMORE 

Beginning his career as 
a journalist, John Barry- 
more was on the staff of 
two New York newspapers 
before making his debut as 
an actor in “ Magda ” at 
the Cleveland Theatre, 
Chicago, in 1903. 

His successive appear- 
ances on the stage led to 
him becoming America’s 
foremost actor. His screen debut dates back to the 
war period, when he appeared in several comedies for 
Famous Players, including " Are You a Mason ? ” and 
“ Here Comes the Bride.” 

For the same company he afterwards made what is 
still his greatest acting achievement, the dual r 61 es in 
“ Doctor Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.” He has since appeared 
with great success in ” Beau Brummel,” " The Sea 
Beast ” and " Don Juan ” for Warner Brothers. 

In April, 1926, he joined United Artists, making " The 
Beloved Rogue.” 

Subsequently Barrymore signed up with Warner 
Brothers, making " General Crack,” “ The Man from 
Blankleys,” “ Moby Dick ” (a talking version of “ The 
Sea Beast ”), ” Svengali ” and " Mad Genius.” 

His recent pictures include “ Arsene Lupin,” in which 
he appears with his brother Lionel, ” Grand Hotel ” and 
‘‘ State’s Attorney.” 

His next picture will be ‘‘ Rasputin ” for M.-G.-M. 
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LIONEL BARRYMORE 

Brother of John and 
Ethel Barrymore, Lionel 
was born and brought up 
in the world of the theatre. 

After completing his 
education in New York, he 
studied painting for some 
time in Paris. 

Then followed many 
years of success on the New 
York stage, and in 1909 
D. W. Griffith prevailed upon him to appear in pictures. 

His first film was “ Friends.” For some years he 
alternated between the screen and the stage, and when 
talkies came into existence Barrymore was quick to 
realize the value of the new medium and turned his hand 
to direction. 

He produced “ Madame X ” for Metro-Goldwyn, 
which he followed with “ The Rogue Song ” and other 
films. It is said that the offer to play the father in “ A 
Free Soul ” was too strong a temptation, with the result 
that he gave up the directorial megaphone to return to 
his former love. Then came a succession of fine per- 
formances in " Guilty Hands,” “ Mata Hari ” and 
” Arsene Lupin.” In the last-named film he appeared 
for the first time with his brother John. He also appears 
in “ The Man I Killed ” for Paramount, and “ The Mad 
Masquerade ” for Metro-Goldwyn. He will next be 
seen together with Ethel and John Barrymore in 
“ Rasputin ” (M.-G.-M.). 
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RICHARD 

BARTHELMESS 

With five years’ experi- 
ence in repertory behind 
him, young Richard Bar- 
thelmess made his entry 
into movies with Nazimova 
I in “ War Brides.” 

It was when he was 
given the chance of plajdng 
opposite Lillian Gish in 
Broken Blossoms ” that 
e fulfilled the hopes of David Wark Griffith. In 
Tol’able David ” he gained further laurels. Subse- 
[uently he appeared opposite Dorothy MacKaill in 
‘ Shore Leave,” with May McAvoy in " The Enchanted 
'ottage,” and more recently in " Weary River,” “ Para- 
iites,” " Young Nowheres,” ” Son of the Gods ” and 
‘ The Dawn Patrol ” as a star in his own right. 

He was next seen in “ Adios ” with Mary Astor, “ The 
Finger Points ” with Fay Wray, and “ The Last Flight ” 
with Helen Chandler. 

His latest releases include " Alias the Doctor ” with 
Marian Marsh, and “ The Cabin in the Cotton,” both of 
which are First National Pictures. 

He was born in New York City, and is 5 feet 9 inches 
tall and has brown hair and eyes. 
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DOROTHY BARTLAM 

Dorothy Bartlam is a 
Yorkshire girl, like Dorothy 
MacKaill. She has nut- 
brown hair with dark, ex- 
pressive eyes. Although 
she appears tall upon the 
screen she is in reality but 
5 feet 2 inches in height. 

She combines the art of 
acting with the art of 
writing and is the author 
of “ Contrary-wise ” and “ Green Jennifer.” 

Dorothy Bartlam made her stage debut in the chorus 
of a cabaret at the Carlton Hotel at the age of fifteen. 
As a chorus girl she obtained many “ crowd work ” 
engagements before landing a small part in “ The Fake.” 
Her first big r61e came when she was cast by B.I.P. to 
play in “ A Little Bit of Fluff,” but most of her shots 
were left behind in the cutting room. Then came second 
lead in " Not Quite a Lady ” (also for B.I.P.), after 
which she appeared opposite John Longden in “ The 
Flying Squad ” for British Lion. 

Subsequently she appeared with Franklin Dyall in 
“ The Ringer,” opposite Carl Harbord in “ Fascination,” 
with Henry Edwards in " The Strange Hold,” and in 
” The Love Race ” with Stanley Lupino. 

Her latest pictures are “ Fires of Fate ” for British 
International Pictures, “ Alone at Last ” (Warner 
Brothers-First National British) and “ Watch Beverly ” 
(Sound City). 
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WARNER BAXTER 


A GRADUATE of Ohio State 
University, Warner Baxter 
made his professional debut 
as a salesman. Then he 
turned his attention to the 
stage, and played for the 
Burbank stock company 
for seven years. A season 
in New York followed, 
during which time he met 
Elmer Harris, who offered 
him a leading role in the Paramount picture “ Her Own 
Money,'* which he accepted. 

So in this film Baxter made his screen debut in 1921. 
After appearing in many silent pictures he sprang into 
fame when talkies came along. For Fox he has appeared 
in '' In Old Arizona," with Lois Moran in " Behind that 
Curtain," '' The Arizona Kid," " This Modern World " 
and " Renegades," and in " Doctors' Wives " with Joan 
Bennett. 

He made a sensational hit as Jervis Pendleton in 
the talking version of " Daddy Long Legs," in which 
he appears with Janet Gaynor. 

Subsequently appeared in " Their Mad Moment," 

The 'Cisco Kid " (a sequel to ** In Old Arizona ") and 
" Surrender." 

His recent pictures are "Amateur Daddy " with Marian 
Nixon and Rita la Roy, and " Man About Town " with 
Karen Morley and Conway Tearle. Both are Fox films. 
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CONSTANCE BENNETT 

This young society debu- 
tante met Samuel Goldwyn 
at an Equity Ball a little 
over four years ago. He 
suggested a test which led 
to a featured rdle in 
“ Cytherea.” For Para- 
mount she appeared in 
“ Into the Net,” “ Code of 
the West,” and “ Goose 
Hangs High.” As a free 
lance she played for First National, "Warner, Universal 
and Metro-Goldwjm. Her first talkie was “ Rich 
People.” “ This Thing called Love,” “ Clothes ” and 
“ Son of the Gods ” followed. In 1921 she eloped with 
Chester Moorehead, son of a Chicago surgeon, but the 
marriage was afterwards annulled. In November of 
1925 she eloped again, this time with a millionaire named 
Phil Plante. This didn’t last either, for she divorced him 
in 1929. She is now the wife of the Marquis de la Falaise. 

5 feet 4 inches high, she has golden hair and blue eyes. 
Among her photoplays are " Common Clay ” for Fox, 
" Three Faces East ” for Warner Brothers, " The 
Easiest Way ” for Metro-Goldwyn, and " Bought ” for 
Warner Brothers.

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JOAN BENNETT 

Sister of Constance and 
Barbara Bennett, Joan is 
the youngest of Richard 
Bennett’s three daughters. 

After completing her 
education at Versailles, 
France, she made her stage 
debut with her father in 
‘ Jarnegan,” in New York. 
This was in 1928. Her 
.screen debut occurred in 
Ronald Colman’s picture, “ Bulldog Drummond.” 
“ Three Live Ghosts,” ” Song of Broadway,” ” Dis- 
raeli ” and ” Puttin’ on the Ritz ” followed. 

With John Barrymore she appeared in ” Moby Dick ’" 
for Warner Brothers, and for the same firm she made 
‘‘ Maybe it’s Love.” Recently she acted for Fox in 
" Detective Clive, Bart.” and in " Doctors’ Wives.” 
For Universal she was seen in ” Many a Slip.” 

Subsequently appeared in " Hush Money ” with 
Hardie Albright, and “ She Wanted a Millionaire ” for 
Fox. 

5 feet 5 inches high, she is a blonde with blue eyes. 
In 1926 she married John M. Fox in London, but a 
divorce followed two years later. She has one daughter, 
named Adrienne. She is now married to Gene Markey. 

Her latest releases are “ Careless Lady,” “ The Trial 
of Vivienne Ware ” and " Week Ends Only,” all Fox 
films. 
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CHARLES BICKFORD 

Charles Bickford was 
born in Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts. His father was 
a coffee importer. After 
graduating at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology he went round the 
world with Roosevelt’s 
fleet. Then somebody 
dared him to go on the 
stage — and he did. His 
screen debut took place in Cecil B. de Mille’s production, 
" D3mamite.” Subsequently he appeared in " Anna 
Christie ” with Greta Garbo. 

Apart from his screen activities Bickford is also 
interested in engineering, and is often engaged in this 
pursuit between pictures. He was recently engaged on 
work in connection with the tunnel under the Charles 
River at Boston. 

For Metro-Goldwyn he appeared in “ Passion Flower,” 
for Universal in “ East of Borneo,” and in “ Pagan 
Lady ” for Columbia. 

Bickford owns a pig farm in Massachusetts and two 
whaling vessels off the coast of California. He is also 
interested in a concern that supplies animals to the 
studios. Otherwise Bickford is a quiet, homely person- 
ality who is perfectly happy with his wife and two 
children. 

His latest films are “ Scandal for Sale ” (Universal),

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TALA BIRELL 

Tala Birell was bom in 
Bucharest, of Polish and 
Viennese parentage. Her 
father was an officer in the 
Viennese army. 

When Roumania went to 
war the family moved to 
Berlin, and here Tala at- 
tracted the attention of 
Max Reinhardt. She 
subsequently appeared in 
an operetta on the Berlin stage, and in numerous 
Reinhardt productions. 

She was engaged to act for the Deutsche Volkes 
Theatre, in Berlin, in their repertory season. 

It was E. A. Dupont, the film director, who saw her 
photograph in a Viennese magazine and telephoned her 
to go to Berlin for a film test. As she was playing at 
night at a theatre in Vienna, she made an aeroplane dash 
to Berlin and back. The result of the test was a contract 
to make her screen debut in Men in a Cage '' with 
Conrad Veidt, made at Elstree under Dupont's super- 
vision. 

For Universal she made the German version of The 
Boudoir Diplomat " and returned to Berlin to fulfil a 
theatrical contract. 

In the summer of 1931 she went to Hollywood to 
appear in The Doomed Battalion " for Universal. 

Miss Birell is 5 feet 6 inches tall, and speaks English, 
German, French and Polish. Her next picture for 
Universal will be Zeppelin."

■ Joan was bom in New 

York City. Her parents 
appeared on the variety 
stage, and it was with 
them that Joan made her 
debut. 

In her early ’teens she

New York engagement occurred in “ Tarnish,” after 
which she played for a season in the Follies. 

Subsequently she appeared in " The Trial of Mary 
Dugan ” on Broadway, followed by four other plays, 
including ” Penny Arcade.” 

It was the Warner Brothers’ company that offered her 
her first screen r61e in “ Sinner’s Holiday.” This was 
followed by a part in “ Illicit.” 

Most of her screen career has taken place in the Warner 
studios, where she has risen from a small part player to 
stardom.

Edward G. Robinson was 
bom in Bucharest, Rou- 
mania. With his family 
he went to the United 
States when a child, and 
was educated in New York 
and later took an M.A.

He 
made a name for himself in “ Little Caesar ” for First 
National, following it up with such pictures as " The 
Widow from Chicago,” ” Smart Money,” " Five Star 
Final,” “ The Honourable Mr. Wong,” “ Two Seconds ” 
and ” Tiger Shark.”

Charles Rogers was born 
in Olathe, Kansas, and 
received his early training 
at the Paramount School 
of Acting.
